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At 8:30 a.m. President SUZUKI visited me, and we discussed 
the Prince's Cabinct.

1. The formation of a Prince's Cabinct shculd be carried 
out only when unavoidable, for example, when, even if the 
Army and Navy agree, force of circunstance makes it necessary 
to have a Prinee of the blood solve their difficulties. 


2. The difficulties which were discussed last night havc 
not been solved, and the Prince should not be exnected to 
overcome then. 


3. Ina way the formation of this Prince's Cabinet 
would indicate that we lacked a suitable person among our 
subjects, and a great problem would be ereated if war with 
the U.S.A. were to break out when such a Cabinct existed. 
There wore important reasons why even Prince Konoye was

At 3:00 pen. War Minister TOJO called on me to revort 
on the pressing political situation. I opposed his idea of 
the Prince's Cabinet for the same reasons which I had made 
clear to SUZUKI ,.J' I urged the revision of the resolution of 
‘the Council in the Imperial presence, and a unified policy for 
the Army and the Navy, two fundamental factors without which 
no national progress cculd be exnected. 


At 4 p.m. Prince KONOYE telephoned to say that the Cabinet 
wos going to resign ten bloc'. I was astonished by the. 
suddenness of this announcement. I visited the Emperor at 
4 pom. to report uvon the general resignation of the KONOYE 
Cabinet. At 5 oem. Prince KONOYE tendered the Cabinet 
Ministers! resignations to the Throne. I was received in 
audience by the Emveror from 5:30 o.m. to 5:45 om. to answer 
his ouestions regzurding the succeeding Cabinet. 
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
